SILVER IN NEW YORK. 


T 


HE Republican press of Nevada may still try 
to convince the people of the State that silver 


is a dead issue, but the chamber of commerce in 
New York thinks otherwise. 


On Thursday last the question of memorializing 


the government in favor of the Hill coinage bill was 
before that body. 


The bill provides 
for maintaining the legal 


tender silver at parity with gold and to increase the 
coinage of subsidary silver. When the memorial to 
President Roosevelt and his cabinet in favor of the 
bill was read, it was 'received with deafening ap- 
plause, if the reports of the local papers are to be 
believed. 
At any rate it was endorsed by the New 


York chamber of commerce, without a dissenting 
voice. 


The bill was introduced in the house of repre- 


sentatives by the committee on coinage, weights 
and measures, on January i3th last. The report 
which was read by J. Harson Rhoades, was to the 
effect that it was wisdom, in having on hand a large 
ami burdensome bullion, to utilize it in such form as 
will keep it in circulation, either in coin or in small 
bills represented by bullion deposited. 
In this way 


it can be made of some use, and through small coin- 
age, the risk of its return to the treasury in volume 
at unreasonable and perilous periods is largely re- 
duced. 


Tee report says: 
"The government of no civil- 


ized nation can permanently enjoy the best of cred- 
it when it issues over five hundred millions of cur- 
rency for circulation based upon a metal not the 
standard unit of value, compels the people to accept 
such issues at their face value in gold, and refuse to 
commit itself to a pledge to pay gold for such issues 
when payment is demanded by the holders thereof. 


'•They may think their credit is of the best, but 


their own people will not so regard it. When the 
strain is put upon the system, when the gold is 
needed and stiver certificates in large volume pour 
into the treasury of the nation, while gold is being 
hoarded, their confidence grows weak, and the sys- 
tem becomes a rope of sand." 


In conclusion the report says: 
"The general 


policy of depositing the surplus of the treasury with 
national banks throughout the country, under prop- 
er restrictions as to the safety of the deposits, meets 
with our hearty concurrence. 


"Good .noney in circulation sufficient for the 


need of the people is what oils the machinery o: 
trade, and conduces to continued prosperity. 


"To hold it in large volume in the treasury ot 


the United States, beyond the needs of the govern 
nunt, is to put a stumbling block in the way of bus- 
iness, and at times aids in creating a stringency in 
the market which could otherwise be avoided." 


All this goes to show that the recent gold dis- 


coveries in the Klondike are not keeping pace with 
the tremendous growth of this country, and more 
silver is needed to give us a sufficient circulating 
medium.
